OMAHA. April 7—WO—Arthur F. 
Mullen, national democratic com- 
mittccman, discussing the recent 
statement of John J. Raskob. chair- 
man of the committee, on what 
policy the party should follow, said 
here today he believed it would be 
unwise for the national committee 
to involve itself in a controversy 
either over platform or candidates.

For the most part, the balloting 
was as quiet as it was heavy. There 
were some disorders, mostly per- 
sonal fights between election judges, 
fights that were quickly halted by 
police. 
Precinct Officials Replaced. 
Election officials removed the 
entire staff of judges and clerks 
at the Sixteenth precinct in the 
Twenty-seventh ward and replaced 
them because-of charges of fraud. 
In this precinct, reported to have 
a large "floating" population, no 
suspect notices had been filed by 
the judges. 
Attorneys for the election com- 
mission, said the books in this pre- 
cincTTTevealecl that many persons 
had voted twice, that many who 
had voted in the primary had 
never registered and that many 
dead persons were listed as having 
voted 
The precinct officials were 
dismissed after it was found they 
were guilty of negligence, but not 
of criminal intent.

Raskob s political maneuvers. He as- 
sailed the Raskob plan as an effort to 
eliminate all economic issues be- 
tween the two major parties in 
the next campaign and to force 
them into a "sham battle" on the 
prohibition issue. 
Opposes Hoover Re-electiuR. 


While Norris has no voice in the 
deliberations 
of the democratic 
party, bis views attracted interest 
oecausc of his leadership in the 
progressive movement, and his fight 
for the election of Smith in 1928. 
At the recent progressive confer- 
ence he revealed opposition to Pres- 
ident Hoovers it-electJon, and ap- 
pealed for the nomination by the 
democrats of "another Roosevelt.""

endorse 
Franklm D. Roosevelt, New York's 
democratic governor. 
"It appears that Raskob is deter- 
mined to make proliibiUon the sole

Their "poorhouse" condition is not 
their fault but ours. The island? 
were 
prosperous, manufacturing 
rum from their sugar cane- Our vir- 
tuous prohibition killed their only 
industry, and impoverished them. 
It is as though Denmark had 
bought the southern states from us, 
and forbidden them to raise cotton, 
or had bought Detroit, and forbid- 
den manufacture of automobiles. 


However, nobody knows better 
than Mr. Hoover, who developed 
wealth from the ground, all over 
the world, that you can't condemn 
any piece of land frmo surface in- 
dications. 
When Seward bought 
Alaska from Russia for $8,000,000 
that transaction was called "Sew- 
aid's folly." 
We bought Alaska, 'really, to have 
an excuse for handing some money 
to corrupt Russian officials, dis- 
guising the transaction as a busi- 
ness affair. The Russians had val- 
ued Alaska for its catch of sea ot- 
ters, prized by nobles as a lining 
for their coats. 
When the otter 
catch fell off, they were willing to 
sell and Seward was laughed at for 
buying.

Protest, praise and discord today 
followed Chairman Baskob's pro- 
hibition poll of democratic national 
comrnitteemen. 


What would happen was prob- 


lematical. 
A number of southern 


dry leaders, however, redoubled ef- 
forts to forestall convention ap- 
proval of the national committee 
chairman's home rule plan. Others 
saw his proposition as a solution to 
prohibition questions, while at least 
one committeeman urged the party 
commit itself to a referendum on 
the Eighteenth amendment. 
Senator Hull of Tennessee, who 


once held the position Raskob now 
occupies, interpreted the poll as an 
eifort to make prohibition a "para- 
mount issue, which automatically 
would, for an indefinite number of 
years, exclude serious or deliberate 
consideration of all other issues and 
problems," no matter how vexing. 
Byrd Opposes Plan. 
Another outstanding southern, dry 


leader, former Governor Byrd of 
Virginia, reiterated his belief that 
the national' committee should not, 
establish party policies.

Commissioners Authorize 


Work on Eight 


Projects. 


Graveling operations will start 


shortly on sixty miles of Lancaster 
county highways as a result cf ac- 
tion taken Tuesday by county com- 
missioners authorizing County En- 
gineer Edgren to draw up specifica- 
tions and County Clerk Morgan to 
advertise for bids on eight county 
projects. 


This will be the first letting of 
any consequence in 
the county 
this year. The date for the open- 
ing of bids has not yet been de- 
termined but will be before the 
close of the month. 
The largest single project author- 
ized Tuesday, is eighteen-miles of 
graveling from Lincoln to Bennet. 
The next longest stretch to be grav- 
eled will be the road running north 
from Malcolm seven miles and then 
east three miles into Agnew. Near- 
ly equal in length' is the project 
running south nearly seven miles 
from Bethlehem church to the D. 
L. D. highway and east three miles 
from the church to the Waverly 
project. 
The seven and one-half mile 
stretch from Hallam to Kramer 
and the five and ons-half mile 
piece of road between Denton and 
Emerald, also are to be graveled.

The Supreme court salary bill was 


on Its way to the governor Tuesday 
morning, having been approved by 
the senate on third reading, 30 to 0. 
The measure, H. R. 184, had previ- 
ously passed the house. Not having 
been amended in the senate it can 
go directly to the governor.

won't look so lanky. That means 
choosing; costumes with details that 
lessen thinness and height and— 
conversely—make them look wider 
and shorter. 
Need Soft Lines. 


And they need soft lines to cover 
up their angles. Soft trimmings and 
draplngs to fill in hollows. • 


We've sketched three dresses to 
illustrate what we mean. They're 
youthful dresses but not childish— 
suitable to both the size and the 
age of tM girl from 13 or so up 
to 17. 


Peplum Dress Good. 


At the center is shown a peplum 


dress. And that word "peplum" is 
a good one to remember. It's not 
only fashionable. It helps to cover 
up lots of figure deficiencies. 
What's good about this dress? 
First, the peplum itself. It gives the 
figure width through the hips. The 
horizontal line that it makes cuts 
the height of the figure. 
This dress is belted at the waist- 


line and there's a nice soft Mousing 
above it. This helps fill hi the hol- 
lows that the growing figure so of- 
ten has at this point. 
The elbow sleeves cut the length 


of the arms And the fullness at 
the 
elbow helps give 
fullness 


through the body line when the 
arms are down. 


Fashionable Jacket Dress. 
The costume at the right is the 
much-m-fashion 
jacket dress — 
wearable in some one of its versions 
by all ages and figures. The one 
sketched is especially good for the 
growing girl for several reasons. 


(1) There's the peplum effect 


again—this time on the jacket. It 
does the same things that the dress 
peplum did. 


(2) The bloused, belted jacket 


does just what the bloused bodice 
did. And (3) the wide, three-quarter 
sleeves cut the arm length and'give 
width just as in the other dress. 


Lapels Give Width. 


(4) The jacket lapels give an 


effect of width and make the figure 
fuller through the chest. (5) The 
soft, stand-up ruffle fills in, too 
And (6) the contrasting plain col- 
ored jacket against the printed 
dress also helps to cut .off height 
and add width. 


For an afternoon dress, the sketch 
at the left has excellent points.

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A SAVING OF 75 CENTS. 


Governor C. W. Bryan won a sweeping victory over 


his republican opposition in the lower house of the 
Nebraska legislature Tuesday morning when it de- 
feated the appropriation bill drafted by the house fi- 
nance committee and substituted for it a measure in- 
corporating the chief executive's budget recommenda- 
tions. 


The effect is to reduce by $2,000,000 the total tax 


monies to be appropriated. On the basis of present 
population, the triumph of Governor Bryan in the 
next biennium will mean a saving of approximately 
$1.50 for every man, womari, and child, or 75 cents a 
year. In a family of five it will amount to $3.75. It 
is not to be sneezed at or sneered at. It is to be 
gravely weighed and studied. 


For the real question to be settled In attaining a 


highly welcome saving of 75 cents a year per capita 
population is what is the price which we pay to 
achieve It. What we should be concerned with Is 
whether we have been penny wise and pound foolish. 
Have we used the axe in moulding a budget in such 
a fashion that its scars will remain for years instead 
of improving and strengthening the tree? Not all 
pruning is helpful or intelligent. Some of it can be 
messy and"bungling. Some of it can work more harm 
than good. Some of It may be so severe and rigid 
that the tree will suffer as a result. In this particu- 
lar instance it is Mr. Bryan who has been using the 
knife. He and his party will have to accept respon- 
sibility for the operation. He is the'tree doctor and 
lf_he hasn't been w"ise, the blame and the criticism 
—hlch inevitably will follow will fall squarely upon his 
shoulders, and upon those in the legislature^ who have 
accepted his leadership. 


Now It Is highly important the people of the state 


should recognize what Governor Bryan's formula of 
pruning has done. 


In the first place It has left the State Fair, an in- 


stitution In which the entire state has an Interest and 
pride, without financial support. 


It has left the University of Nebraska, a growing in- 


stitution, without a penny for building during the 
next two years. 


It has left the four state normals without a penny 


for building. With practically every Institution under 
the board of control's supervision over-crowded and 
unable to care for the unfortunates who are now 
wards of the state, it has made no provision to cor- 
rect this situation, or to provide buildings which are 
now desperately needed. 


It 1* a heavy price to pay for saving 75 cents a year 


per capita. For months the state penitentiary has 
had to refuse to accept prisoners because it is filled to 
overflowing. Asylums are in the same shape. Build- 
Ings now In existence at other Institutions are falling 
Into dls-repair. But because the doctor saw fit to base 
his campaign upon the ever popular issue of tax re- 
duction, a catch issue, In the last analysis, he finds 
It necessary to slash lll-advisedly. It had to be done 


* because In criticising his predecessor's administration, 


Mr. Bryan had to paint it as extravagant and un- 
economical when as a matter of fact it wasn't. It 
represented sober and sane judgment as applied to 
the state's actual needs. 


The smart political move for the Nebraska senate, 


largely republican. In the event It wanted to pile up 
trouble for Mr. Bryan is to let him have his own way. 
He has been saved from his own folly more than once. 
But It is to be hoped that the senate will have great- 
er pride and greater "vision for^the state than the 
temptation to put Mr. Bryan In the hole. It Is small 
comfort to watch him squirm while necessary progress 
and development waits. And so it will have to be re- 
publican leadership and republican courage which will 
save Nebraska from Mr. Bryan's foolishness. That, 
fundamentally. Is the reason why the democratic par- 
ty has not become stronger In the state of Nebraska. 


THE HIGHER INCOMES. 


The tremendous industrial expansion and accelerat- 


ed "business development of the decade 1920 to 1930. 
despite its depressed condition at the close of the. 
decade has been a common source of amazement. 
There Is another factor which is cause for amazement 
and also for concern, linked with that development.- 


That Is the surprising concentration of wealth in 


the hands of a relatively small number of persons. 
The post war decade saw great Increases in the esti- 
mated value of this country's material wealth. But 
it saw a greatly decreased proportion of that wealth 
represented In the lower incomes and a vastly in- 
creased percentage represented in those who receive 
as income more than a million dollars annually. 


Figures of the internal revenue department show 


this concentration tendency to an alarming extent. In 
1321. 20 per cent of the national income was reported 
from persons with net incomes of less than *2.000. In 
1928, the income of this class had dropped to 6.3 per 
cent of the total 


At the same time, incomes orer $100.000 a year had 


risen from 2.4 per cent of tlie total in 1921 to 17.5 
per cent of the total in 1828. Where in 1921 there 
were only thirty-three men with net incomes over a 
million doBars a year, a 1929, the number was 504. 
The net Income of ads group had increased from 
serenty-seren minion dollars in 1921 to over one bil- 
lion one hundred million dollars. 


naflure of business to distribute its earnings more 


equitably among ttu smaller stockholders, salaried- 
workers and wage earners cannot help but have been 
a contributing cause not only to concentration of 
•wealth but to the business depressim that began In 
toe fan of 1929. 


THE AVERSION TO *ATIXG TAXES.

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things in which the citizen Invests when he payi 
taxes are to a very great extent Intangible. They are 
not things which he can carry home and eat or wear. 
He is paying for automobiles, but he hasn't the pleas- 
ure of actual, physical possession of them. He Is 
building houses, but cannot live in them and he is 
buying food which he will never be allewed to taste. 
Government Is something apart from him, notwith- 
standing the fact that It Is ever present. 


When the taxpayer stops to think, however, h* 


realizes that government honestly and properly ad- 
ministered is the very best thing in which he can 
make an Investment. For it is responsible for every 
material opportunity with which he may possibly 
come In contact. It protects his life and his property, 
provides for the education of his children, even as it 
did so for him. fills the land with beauty and com- 
bats poverty and disease. • 


Of course every citizen knows these things and he 


knows of the various other functions of government. 
He also knows that it costs money to bring all of 
these things about; but somehow it irks him to pay 
his share. He persuades himself that it is too much, 
that he Is being gypped and that the officers he 
helped elect are In some way gouging him. It may be 
taken for granted that there are at times leaks In 
government and that some money Is improperly 
spent, but the total of these diversions is compara- 
tively negligible. 


On the whole, government Is carried on Intelligent- 


ly and conscientiously and Its administrators are 
among the brightest and most progressive men in the 
nation. But it just hurts us to pay taxes, ior when 
we do so We are buying something we can't take phy- 
sical possession of and keep as our very own. There's 
the rub. 


MK. lEGGE'S OBITUARY. 


Chairman Legge of the Hoover farm board reap- 


pears on the front page to inform the American peo- 
ple he is "good and mad." We rise at this time to 
protest against the words wh'ich he uses to describe 
his temperature. When a man is mad he cannot 
be good. 


It was only a few months ago when Chairman 


Legge was mad and if memory is not playing a trick 
he was not so good. He told a bunch of Kansas 
farmers, with whom he was pleading to reduce wheat 
acreage, they were a doddering bunch of idiots and 
he told It to them in language which even the mercu- 
rial Charley Dawes could envy. And then when a 
Wichita publisher challenged him, he told him to go 
to hell so forcefully that even the publisher, accus- 
tomed as he was to strong language, fell limp. 


After reading Mr. Legge's observations upon the 


"obituaries" written upon his retirement from the 
farm board, and recalling his previous attitude, we 
can only conclude he isn't mad. He's hurt, and pos- 
sibly annoyed, but he Isn't really mad. 


It is as Mr. Legge says—an injustice to him to 


speak about a man deserting a sinking ship. When 
he took the job as chairman of the Hoover farm 
board he promised to remain during the organization 
period. Even then it was at a very great sacrifice 
for he had to give up his job as president of the In- 
ternational Harvester company to accept a post full 
of trouble and ingratitude. He was in the unpleasant 
position of a man who could not let go. Practically 
from the start he was in hot water ,and he had to 
stick on against his own announced plans and cer- 
tainly in opposition to his personal desires. He did the 
best that he could, which was't anything at all, and 
which^resulted in a really disastrous experience for 
the farmer. 


The biographers were unkind in picturing Mr. Legge 


as deserting a sinking ship. The phrase conveys the 
idea it was once seaworthy. As a matter of fact It 
never sailed the ocean. It was sinking before he 
jumped aboard. He worked the pumps valiantly. He 
did everything in his power to save it. With this dis- 
tinction Mr. Legge should be permitted to retire to 
the calm and comfort of private life. 


DRIFTING RADIO POPULARITY. 


Now comes Mark Byers, publisher of the' Two Rivers 


Reporter in Wisconsin, to champion the cause of the 
unlmown radio audience. In his column, The Drifter, 
he writes: 


Speaking; purely and simply for -myself and 
lamily, I rise to state that anybody who can sell 
» 
me a radio that will talk less nd play music 
more has got a live prospect for a new set. 


It was just borne In upon me the other evening 
that I was getting awfully "fed up" with the in- 
curable loquacity of the air of late. It's got so 
bad in the last six months or more that the music 
which used to be the main burden of the radio 
theme has disappeared, except for an occasional 
snatch sandwiched in between advertisements of 
what have you. And the advertisers don't try to 
be decent about it—they go on and on intermin- 
ably, touting their wares past all limits of pa- 
tience. It's getting worse and worse, until I, for 
one, have reached the point where I don't listen in 
much any more. Occasionally there is something 
I want to hear in the way of an address by some- 
one worth listening to, and there are one or two 
regular features of the undoubted excellence— 
but for the most part I am filled right up to the 
chin with blah. 


There never was a hotter radio fan than The 
Drifter a few years ago. I sat up late nights to 
log all the distant stations my set would reach, 
and used to wake my family in the early hours to 
announce that I had got California. I nearly broke 
an eardrum trying to get London one night of in- 
terational experimental broadcasting. Of course 
I gradually cooled down, as the novelty and mys- 
tery of radio became an old story. It no longer 
was a great thrill just to get Intelligible sound out 
of the air from hundreds of miles away, but I "was 
a steady and dutiful member of the "great radio 
audience" the announcers are always talking 
about, just the same, even though Td passed the 
dial-twiddling stage, In which one merely held' a 
station long enough to find out what It was, and 
then hunted for another—to the exasperation of 
guests who might want to listen to the music. Do 
you remember ... ? 


It seems to me that the present epidemic of 
verbosity on the radio is likely to make us all dial- 
twiddlers again, though for a different reason. 


We're twiddling dials about as much as we used 
to—at least I am when I listen—but now it's try- 
Ing to get away from some long and boresome 
monologue rather than in an eager hunt for a 
new station. They are all bombarding us with too 
much talk. 


How do you like your radio programs? I like a 
good swinging musical program of the old-fash- 
ioned sort, in which they only paused at long In- 
tervals to make station announcements, and went 
right back Into the music. Such a program per- 
mits you to read or talk or play a gams without 
Interference, against a pleasant background of 
music suited to your mood. But you can't do that 
with a radio tHat bursts into lengthy and mono- 
tonous speech at frequent Intervals, It interrupts 
all conversation and absolutely spoils every effort 
to read or concentrate on your cards In a bridge 
game. It's the ruination of borne privacy—until 
you get up and tarn off the pesky thing in order 
to have peace at least Or else you fiddle with the 
dial until you find a bit of music— and then ten 
chances to one that station announcer begins to 
babble before you're got back to your seat. 


I realize the difficulty uder which the radio 
broadcasters labor, and sympathize with them. It 
is only by advertising that radio programs are 
possible at all. since we hare not the European 
system whereby license fees on receiving sets fl- 
nance programs without any advertising whatever. 
But I do think that the advertisers are tilling 
their golden goose, because radio advertising isn't 
any good If people dont listen, or if It irritates 
them. Radio broadcasting, now in the realm of Big 
Business, is overdolne the advertising and under- 
doing the entertainment. It would be illuminat- 
ing, if the figures could be had. to ascertain just 
how many advertising talks, at so many thousand 
dollars a minute, arc being broadcast to the empty 
ether every nteht. while the "great radio audi- 
ence" impatiently twists dials hunting for a tittle 
music or uncommercial entertainment. 


*~he radio set makers have done a wonderful 
job. You can buy man-clous radios now at ridicu- 
lous low prices, compared with what was available 
at two or three tiroes the cost only a few years 
ago. Selectivity, tone and distance are approach- 
ing perfection, and the sets have become things 
of "beaatv instead of homely excrescences. But the 
broadcasters have lafled at their Job as ocmspjca-

What do you think of Dr. John 


Dewey's proposal to form a new 
party in our politics? 


ANSWER. 
It is at least in harmony with 
the fact that the civilized way of 
progressing in political government 
is by way of group action. But such 
action involves more than the ap- 
peal of a distinguished philosopher 
to a United States Senator. To be 
effective it must embody and ex- 
press the convictions of a substan- 
tially large and intelligent body of 
citizens who are bent on far-reach- 
ing reforms in society and the ad- 
ministration of the state. 
For this reason countless individ- 
uals who do not agree with all 
which their partv ,or even their 
church prescribes, nevertheless 
cleave to them as a refuge, in the 
first instance, from the moral pov- 
erty or skepticism. Hence the his- 
toric partisanships which divided 
political beliefs and action in Eng- 
lish-speaking nations have been 
based on profound moral princi- 
ples. They may have had a social 
or an economic dress, but under- 
neath that they were ethical or 
nothing. So the Republican party 
arose on the dissolution of the pre- 
ceding Whig: party, augmented by 
those who detested slavery. 
Naturally parties grow old, lethar- 


gic, conventional, rigid, afraid of 
new ideas and resentful of legiti- 
mate criticism; in which condition 
they must ether be renewed in the 
ethical sympathies of the citizen- 
ship, or perish for lack of ideas 
and ideals. That this has often oc- 
curred, the recent records of na- 
tions prove, and it may occur again. 
Dr. Dewey's open letter to Sena- 
tor Norris is met by the fact that 
our constitution was formulated'on 
the basis of the existence of two 
major parties. Its machinery does 
not readily respond to the bloc 
system, ^prevalent in France and 
Germany. It 
has • gotten great 
things done <by united effort in 
which the party in power and the 
apposition functioned together for 
the good of the state. The real 
issue is: How many Americans 
think and feel as Dr. Dewey does?

ANSWER. 


Assuredly Arnold holds his place 
as an author who established ex- 
cellent canons of criticism and cul- 
tivated 
an 
exquisite purity of 
language. Although he had a phil- 
osophy of his own, he made no pre- 
tensions to beimr a philosopher, nor 
was his thought notable for ,its 
depth and penetration. But he 
popularized in England the best 
literature of France, and also en- 
tered a timely protest against 
dogmatically treating the books of 
the Bible as having equal value. 


Yet Arnold's permanent influence 
is found, if anywhere, in his poetry. 
Here he sounded depths his prose 
never fathomed. He occupies a de- 
served prominence among the Vic- 
torian singers as a poet of nature, 
of beauty, and more than these, of 
honest doubt. It is doubt tinged 
with melancholy.

Shall We Make Truckers 


Bootleggers? 


LINCOLN; Neb., April 7. 
To the editor of The Lincoln 
Star: The Nebraska state senate 
has passed a truck regulatory bill 
that limits the weight of trucks to 
six tons, charges a separate license 
for the use of highways and changes 
the license fees from factory rating, 
which is easily ascertained, to 
carrying capacity. This bill, how- 
ever, makes no provision for the 
weighing of truck loads or otherwise 
enforcing the act. 


The bill strives to exempt farm 
and city trucks from highway taxa- 
tion while taxing commercial trucks 
and privately-owned trucks that use 
tht highways to transport merchan- 
dise for the storekeeper or livestock 
for hire. 


The apparent idea of the measure 
is to equitably increase the revenue 
from truck licenses and taxes,- 
which it cannot do unless a large 
force of spotters and weighers be 
employed, whose salaries and- ex- 
penses would be far more than any 
extra revenue received. 


The economical and reasonably 
speedy transportation of livestock, 
fruits, dairy products and merchan- 
dise of all kinds is the really im- 
portant issue in the matter of truck 
regulation and transportation, a 
fact that appears to have been 
overlooked in the senate bill. We 
have learned from experience that 
in the final analysis the consumer 
always pays the bill. 
A great number of the railroads 
are utilizing trucks and making 
door-to-door pick-up and delivery 
of freight and we predict that 
practically all of the roads will be 
doing this shortly. That is unless 
the truck be so highly taxed that 
it. mustt charge prohibitive rates. 
thus turning back to the railroads; 
all of this business and permitting! 
them to increase freight rates to, 
make up the losses they claim to 
be suffering from the falling off in, 
passenger transportation. 
Already the railroads have re- 
ceived permission to raise western 
trunk line rates on June 1. 15 per 
cent and have asked permission to 
increase the rates on merchandise 
and livestock shipped within the 
state. Track competition is the only 
thing that can or wQ] save our peo- 


ple from paying these advances and 
many more as time goes on. 
Every citizen of the state has a 
pocket book interest in this matter 
and every person should see to it 
that the representatives who have 
still to pass this bill are advised, 
along with the governor who must 
sign It, that what the state needs 
in view of the low and constantly 
falling commodity prices is lower 
and 
not 
higher 
transportation 
rates. 
Every citizen should Immediately 
advise their representative at Lin« 
coin that they are against S. F. Bill 
No. 33.

com fort to watch him squ irm while nec*es 8ary progress 
and developm ent waits. 
And so it will have to b e re ­

save Neb raska from Mr, B ry an’s foolishness. 
T hat, 
fu ndam entally , is the reason why the dem ocratic p a r­ 
ty has not b ecome stronger in the state of Neb raska.

C hairm an Legge of the Hoover farm b oard reap­ 
pears on the front page to inform the A m erican peo­ 
ple he Is "good and m ad."

And then w hen a 
W ichita pu b lisher challenged him , he told him to go 
to hell .so forcefu lly tha t even the pu b lisher, accu s­ 
tomed as he was to strong langu age, fell limp. 
A fter reading Mr. Legge’s ob servations u pon the 
“ob itu aries" w ritten u pon his 
retirem en t 
from the 
farm b oard, and recalling his previou s attitu d e, we 
can only conclu de he isn’t m ad. 
H e’s hu rt, and pos­ 
sib ly annoy ed, b u t he isn’t really m ad. 
It is as Mr. Legge say s—an inju stice to him to 
.speak ab ou t a m an de.serting a sinking .ship. 
W hen 
he took the job as 
chairm an of the 
Hoover 
farm 
b oard he prom ised to rem ain du ring the organization 
period. 
Even then it was at a very great sacrifice 
for he had to give u p his job as president of the In ­ 
ternational H arvester com pany to accept a post fu ll 
of trou b le and Ingratitu de. He was in the u npleasant 
position of a m an who cou ld not let go. 
Practically 
from the sta rt he was in hot w ater .and he had to 
stick on against his own annou nced plans and cer­ 
tainly in oppasltion to his personal desires. He did the 
b est tha t he cou ld, which wa.s’t any thing a t all, and 
which resu lted in a really disastrou s experience for 
the farm er. 
The b iographers were u nkind in pictu ring M r. Legge 
as deserting a sinking ship. 
Tlie phrase convey s the 
idea it was once seaw orthy . 
As a m atter of fact it 
never .sailed the ocean. 
It was sinking b efore he 
ju m ped ab oard. He worked the pu m ps valiantly . He 
did every thing In his power to save It. W ith this dis­ 
tinction Mr. Legge shou ld b e perm itted to retire to 
the calm and com fort of private life. 


THE HIGHER INTO.MES. 
T he trem endou s indu strial expansió n and accelerat­ 
ed b u siness developm ent of the decade 1920 to 1930, 
despite it* depressed condition a t the close of the 
decade has b een a common 
sou rce 
of 
am azem ent. 
T here is another factor which is cau se for am azem ent 
and also for concern, linked w ith tha t developm ent. 
T hat is the su rprising concentration of w ealth in 
the hands of a relatively sm all nu m b er of persons. 
T he post war decade saw great increases in the esti­ 
m ated valu e of this cou ntry 's m aterial w ealth. 
B u t 
it saw a greatly decreased proportion of tha t w ealth 
repre.sented in the lower Incomes and a vastly in ­ 
creased percentage represented in those who receive 
as income more than a million doliara annu ally . 
Figu res of the Internal revenu e 
dejm rtm ent 
show 
this concentration tendency to an alarm ing extent. In 
1921, 20 per cent of the national income was reported 
from pensons w ith net Incomes of less than $2,000. In 
1928, the Income of this class had dropped to 
6 3 per 
cent of the total. 
At the same tim e, incomes over $100,000 a y ear had 
risen from 24 per cent of the total in 1921 to 17.5 
per cent of the total In 1928 
W here in 1921 there 
were only thirty -three men a lth net incomes over a 
million dollars a y ear, m 1929, the n u m l^r was 504. 
Tlie net Income of this grou p had 
Increased 
from 
seventy -seven million dollars in 1921 to over one b il­ 
lion one hu ndred million dollars. 
Failu re of b u siness to distrib u te its earnings more 
equ itab ly am ong the sm aller 
stockholders, 
salaried 
workers and wage earners cannot help b u t have b een 
a contrib u ting cau se not only to concentration of 
w ealth b u t to the b u siness depression tha t b egan in 
the fall of 1929 


THE AVERSION TO PAYING TAXES. 
A candidate m ay make a su ccessfu l campalim b y 
simply from lslng to redu ce taxes, b u t a pledge to cu t 
any of the other necessary expenses of life wou ld not 
get him very far. A m an will pay fifty or a hu ndred 
dollars more for an au tomob ile than he intended to ‘ 
pay . and smile aa he drives the car home, b u t he w ill, 
"hoUer his head off* if hia tax b ill is $5 more than 
he thinks It shou ld b e.

R adio b roadcasting, now in the realm of Big 
Bu siness, is ovetdoing the advertising and u nder­ 
doing the entertainm ent. 
It wou ld b e illu m inat­ 
ing, if the figu res cou ld b e had. to ascertain Ju st 
how m any advertising talks, a t so m any thou sand 
dollars a m inu te, are b eing b roadca.st to the em pty 
ether every ntght, while the "great radio au di­ 
ence” im patiently tw ists dials hu n tin g for a little 
mu sic or u ncom m ercial entertainm ent.

^ b . You can b u y m arvelou s radio« now at ridicu ­ 
lou s low prices, com pared w ith w hat was availab le 
at two or three tim es the cost only a few y ears 
ago. Selectivity , tone and distance are approach­ 
ing perfection, and the sets have b ecome things 
of b eau ty instead of homely excrescences Bu t the 
b roadcasters have failed at their job as ccwispicu - 
ou sly as the amcu Xactu rera hava fu c^ieedecL

New Head Coach.

SOUTH BEND, Ind-, April 7— 


Wherever Notre Dame men gathered 
today there was one topic upper- 
most: 


"Who 
will take Knute Rockne's 


place?" 
There will be a head coach. And 


there will be an athletic director. 
Perhaps there may be a combination 
of both. At least, it is certain that 
these positions will be filled. 
But by whom—and when? 
There was no one who could 


supply the answer. 


As far as the school itself is con- 


cerned, any attempt at finding a 
successor for "Root" would be like 
devising a substitute for the sunrise. 


None to Fill His Shoes. 
From the Rev. Charles L. OTJon- 


nell, university president, down to 
the young chap who earned the title 
of "chair bearer" for Knute last 
season the feeling was that there is 
no man who can take "Rock's" 
place. And this is seconded by the 
multitude. 


Members of the faculty refuse to 


discuss the subject at this time, but 
as far as the job of directing the 
football team is concerned, "Hunk" 
Anderson likely will carry on at 
least for the 1931 season. 
Had Rockne lived, this would 
have been the situation in the 
season of 1933, because Knute him- 
self had Indicated that at the 
expiration of his contract he would 
turn the heavy work over to Ander- 
son and continue as, athletic 
director, with the honorary title of 
advisory coach. 


Mafic Touch Missing. 
That combination would have 
been ideal, because there always 
would be a Rockne around in a 
"pinch," just as there was when 
Northwestern was beaten in 1926, 
Southern California the same year 
and the Army in 1928—in the last 
minutes of play, when the magic 
touch of a Rockne gave Notre Dame 
that winning edge. 


Anderson knows everything there 
is to know about Notre Dame foot- 
ball, as it is constituted at present. 
He knows the players and he knew 
what the plans were for the 1931 
season. It is a known fact that the 
success of Notre Dame teams have 
their foundation in the spring. It is 
at this time that the regular team 
is picked. There is no man better 
qualified therefore than "Hunk" to 
swing into the 1931 schedule. 
Hunk O. K. With Line. 


Working under Rockne, Anderson 
turned out a corking job in develop- 
ing line men- In "fact, as a line 
coach he hasn't a superior in the 
country. But Anderson did not in- 
herit the Rockne magnetism—nor 
the Rockne psychology. Knute took 
that with him. 


In the execution of plays and the 
faculty to find men to execute them 
Anderson will fill the bill, but there 
was much more than the execution 
of plays and the selection of men in 
the way Notre Dame played foot- 
ball 
That was 
where Rockne 
sparkled. 


Anderson is a coach, and a good 


one But comparing his executive, 
oratorical and diplomatic powers to 
Rockne's would be most unfair We 
,, 
attempt to do that. 
Hunk isn't built along those lines 
and he probably would admit it. So 
it is unlikely that he will be con- 
sidered as athletic director 
Plenty Speculation. 


There has been speculation — of 
the free-for-all variety—on Knute's 
likely successor as head coach 
athletic director—or perhaps 
combination.

OOTBALL historians of 
the 


eastern and Big Ten confer- 


ence sectors, scribbling anent the 
career of the late Knute Rockne 
as a player at Notr. Dame, have 
been displaying depLrable ignor- 
ance of the immutable facts of 
the forward pass and its develop- 
ment in intercollegiate t'rcles. 


Some of the scriveners ha;e been 
referring to the Dorais-to-Rockne 
pass attack in the Notre Das-.e- 
Army game of 1913, in which the 
Soldiers were set back on their 
heels, as being t"ie year in which 
college football first came to a 
realization of the possibilities of 
an aerial offensive in the scoring 
of- touchdowns. 


As ft matter of course, I disavow 
any thought or desire to take aught 
of credit from the achievements of 
that 1913 aetres-ation from Couth 
Bend which so decisively routed 
the Cadets, but the plain i.-th of 
the matter is that it was a St. Louis 
university team, not Notre Dame, 
that pave college coaches pener- 
ally their first glimpse of the in- 
trinsic value of the forward pass. 


rwiBDE St. Louis institutioi did its 
M forward pass pioneering far 
back in 1907, an even six years in 
advance of the day that the Notre 
Dame tornado swept across the 
West Point Plains. The credit be- 
longs to Eddie Cochems, a great 
Wisconsin halfback in his day 
(nearly 30 years ago) and head 
coach at St. Louis U. when the 
mass play brand of football was 
legislated out of existence, where- 
fore came the forward.flip, open 
style game of the present day. 


Coach Cochems spent the season 


of 1906, when tt 
pass first be- 
came legal, experimenting • ith the 
overhead game and blossomed in 
1907 
with a forward flipping team 
that never has been surpassed, 
from that day to this, in brilliant 
execution of an aerial offensive. 


The Cocnems crew of 1907 was 
more or less notorious because of 
its failure to conform to standard 
eligibility rules. Henchmen of the 
St. Louis school had scoured tie 
country for veteran college grid- 
sters and when the pupils of 
Cochems stepped out on the field 
that fall they had in their ranks 
a pair of old-timers in Acker and 
Schneider, whose manipulation of 
the forward pass was a dazzling 
innovation. 
C 


ORNHTJSKER football men of 
the 1907 j.riod, I dare say, 


got their eyes plenty full of the 
Schneider-Acker passing combina- 
tion. The Huskers of that year 
had cleaned up all opposition in 
the Missouri Valley conference and 
invaded St. Louis to round out 
their season in battle with the 
Cochems outfit 


While Schneider was chucking 
the ball and Acker was pulling it 
out of the air, 'the bewildered 
Huskers stood on their flat feet 
and watched the Cochemites pile 
up a. total of six touchdowns. Ne- 
braska's scoring total was repre- 
sented by the hole In a doughnut, 
the Huskers scarcely making a 
serious bid to cross the St. Louis 
. goal. 
But pride, you know, often is 
forerunner of a punch on the nose. 
The confident 'Cochems team per- 
petrated the mistake of booking 
two post-season games in the Pa- 
cific northwest. 
The St. Louis 


folks. Jt seems, knew all about the 
possibilities of the forward pass, 
but they forpot cbout the weather 
in the northwest region, where 
clouds leak copiously during the 
winter season and row boats are in 
great demand. 


In other words, the Cochemites 


were literally dtowned out in both 
western games. The playinc fields 
were deep in muck and mire, the 
pass was useless with a slippery 
ball and the St Lonlsans were -ric- 
tlms of hnmlliatiiiy defeat.

Mayo clinic, Rochester, 
Minn., examined him recently and 
advised him to rest in order to re- 
cuperate from nervousness and per- 
sistent loss of weight. 
Although he appeared robust, 
Dempsey said he had felt the strain 
of continuous traveling to referee 
bouts in various parts of the coun- 
try. 
After leaving Wheeling, the 
ex-champion said he would cancel 
the remaining 95 engagements on 
his schedule and go into seclusion. 
Doctors Have Their Way. 
"There is nothing seriously wrong 


with me," Dempsey said, "but I in- 
tend to follow the doctors' orders. 
I always listened to my seconds in 
the ring, so I guess I had better 
listen to the doctors who are in my 
corner this time. I will go to the 
country for at least two months— 
longer if necessary." 
The doctors, Dempsey said, found 
him irritable, sleepless and restless 
and warned that continued travel- 
ing 
would result 
in "complete 


nervous exhaustion."

Five more legislative enactments 


were passed by the house of rep- 
resentatives today while one went 
down to defeat. Another proposal 
bore a senate

the 
lower chamber declined to accept. 


Voting 56 to 22, the representa- 


tives approved the Cromer hydro- 
electric power district bill, H. B. 
L467, sponsored by northwestern 
Nebraska solons, E. P. Cromer of 
Gering, and J. H. Steuteville of 
Bridgeport. 
The measure permits 


two or more cities to join in the 
creation and development of hydro- 
electric plants to produce, sell and 
distribute current for the use of 
their citizens. 
Anti-vivisectionists who protested 


yesterday against a bill permitting 
the state college of agriculture and 
other educational and scientific in- 
stitutions to conduct research ex- 
periments with domestic or other 
animals, and to use them for the 
production of serum and virus, 
again fought the measure on third 
reading but lost by a vote of 57 to 
29 
The measure is S. F. 184. 


The house by a vote of 27 to 46, 


defeated S. F. 1-6, to provide for 
the direct payment by individual 
state banks of the cpst of bank 
examinations. The present law pro- 
vides for this expense through an 
annual levy on all banks, based on 
the deposits of the banks. 
The representative branch was 


thrown into a call of the house for 
the second time during the morn- 
ing 
when 
Representative 
Clint 
Mitchell failed to muster sufficient 
votes in favor of his bill, H-. R. 
63, to bar Sunday dancing, with a 
senate amendment making certain 
exceptions.

Breslow Claims City 
of Lincoln 


and Light Company Owe Him 


For Construction Work. 


Trial of the suit brought against 


the city of Lincoln and the Iowa- 
Nebraska Light and Power company 
by Lab Breslow to collect $634.12 
started Tuesday before a jury in 
District Judge Broady's courtroom. 
Contractual relations entering into 
the construction 
of a light and 


power line in 1925 from the College 
View lines to an elevator outside 
that community formerly operated 
by Breslow are involved. 


The plaintiff charges that he 
built the line at his own expense 
under an agreement with the city 
of College View whereby he was to 
be paid $25 for each person later 
contracting for use of light from 
the line. Under this agreement,'he 
claims, the ownership was to go to 
the city when he had been paid the 
full amount of the costs of con- 
structing the line. 


He charges that the city confis- 
cated the line in 1928 and sold it 
to the Iowa-Nebraska power com- 
pany without rendering him any 
consideration. The city of Lincoln 
is made defendant on the ground 
that it assumed obligations of the 
city of College "View upon annex- 
ing that community. 


The city of Lincoln claims that 
the agreement with Breslow made 
by the city of College View 
was 
that it would furnish him light if 
he would advance $434.12 as costs, 
to be paid back as other persons 
made use of the line. By supplying 
Breslow with power until his eleva- 
tor burned, the 
defendant city 


claims College View fulfilled 
all 


contractual requirements. Support- 
ing this claim, the Iowa-Nebraska 
company claims that it is at all 
times ready to serve Breslow light 
and power and is thus fulfilling all 
requirements.

Two Years Ago. 


Official Report Says 


Attack Not Severe, 


Patient Gaining. 


- WINDSOR, Eng, April 
7—<Jf)- 


England got something of a shock 
at noon today when it was learned 
from the issuance of an official 
statement that King George V, who 
the country believed was only suf- 
fering from a slight cold, actually 
was a victim of bronchitis. 
The statement said the attack 
was of a "sub-acute" nature, and 
that the patient was progressing 
satisfactorily, though slowly. 


The statement brought sharply 
home to the nation, however, that 
it is barely two years ago since the 
monarch was hovering between life 
and death from a chest disorder 
which originated in a cold caught 
on Armistice day, 1928. The king's 
health has been a matter of keen 
public interest ever since his re- 
covery the following spring. 


Not Confined to Bed. 
The national dismay that he was 
again in need of doctors' care was 
tempered by the reassuring state- 
ment of satisfactory progress, which 
was accompanied by the announce- 
ment that the king was not even 
confined to his bed. 
Lord Dawson of Penn. the king's 
physician, visited him during the 
week-end and motored to Windsor 
again today. 
Sir Milsom Rees, 
laryngologist to the royal house- 
hold, nas also seen the king, in ad- 
dition to Dr. Henry Martin, who is 
in residence at Windsor castle. 
The king has been confined to his 
room since Friday, although his in- 
disposition was not made public 
until Sunday. 


No further statement on the 
king's condition is expected today, 
but it is probable there will be one 
tomorrow morning 
There are no guests at the castle 
except immediate members of the 
family. The Duke of Gloucester is 
there and Princess Mary is expected 
tomorrow.

HE WILL DROP 
LEGAL BATTLE 


Former Secretary of 


Interior Indicates 
Will Serve Term. 


THREE RIVERS, N. M., April 7— 


(fi*j—Albert B. Fall, former secretary 
of the Interior, was debating today 
the advisability of appealing from a 
decision of the District of Columbia 
Court of Appeals affirming his con- 
viction of taking a bribe In the 
California naval oil lease transac- 
tion with Edward L. Doheny. 


Mr. Fall said it was "remotely 
possible" but not probable he would 
appeal to the Supreme court. He 
said his decision would wait^nntil 
he received a copy of the court's 
action. He awaited it at his Tres 
Rios ranch home. 
The Appellate court -upheld the 
sentence of one year imprisonment 
and $100,000 fine against Fall, who 
served in the cabinet of President 
Harding. 
"I am a poor man," he said, "and 
I have no money for further legal 
defense. Certainly I cannot pay the 
heavy fine. 


Welcome Relief. 
"1 am an old man, and for the 
last eight years I have known little 
but trouble. In many respects, the 
decision is a welcome relief, for the 
weight of suspense has been heavy " 
He recalled that the ranch he 


once attempted to buy from Doheny 
was not his now. 
"It is rented and my only Income 
is from a small herd of, beef cat- 
tle, and my wife sells some butter 
and milk in El Paso." he said. 
"I am not guilty," he said "and 
the great masses of people *^ho put 
me in positions of trust long before 
I became secretary of the interior 
do not believe me guilty."

Not all of the changes made by 


the finance committee were lost in 
the shuffle. In a few cases the only 
difference between the committee's 
figures and those of the governor 
was an estimate of total funds to be 
derived from specific sources. 
For instance, in the public works 
department Governor Bryan 
al- 


lowed 
$8,327,000 for the highway 
construction as the estimated re- 
ceipts from gasoline tax, while the 
committe fixed the amount at $8,- 
400,000; but in each instance the 
entire sum was appropriated, what- 
ever it may be, and no actual in- 
crease above the governor's budget 
is involved. 


However, for highway mainten- 


ance out of gasoline tax 
money, 
where the governor allowed $4,600,- 
000 and the committee 14,800,000 the 
Termer figures will govern. 
Both the governor and the com- 


mittee set aside $200,000 for state 
aid bridges Bryan specified that the 
money should come out of the gaso- 
line tax fund, while the committee 
made it a direct appropriation from 
the treasury. AS the amount was 
not increased the committee amend- 
ment in this instance remains in 
force. 


Where Governor Bryan in his 


budget provided appropriations for 
reorganized and made-over depart- 
ments, the committee restored the 
old code departments. This made a 
difference in form between the two 
bills, but 
many items were the 


same, although grouped under dif- 
ferent headings. There may be some 
dispute as to whether such changes 
can be classed as new or increased 
items not covered by the executive 
budget. 


Republican managers claim that 
the governor had no authority to 
regroup the items because no legis- 
lation ha? been enacted authorizing 
the departmental changes proposed 
by him, and therefore the commit- 
tee had a right to rearrange them. 
Will Prolong Session, Says Reed. 
Discussing the outcome, Repre- 
sentative O'Malley said he did not

ity of the pulling places was con- 
spicuous by Its absence Tuesday 
morning. Nowhere in the downtown 
district were cards to be seen. This 
also was true with regard to election 
workers. In some places there was 
an occasional automobile with a 
banner bearing the name "of a can- 
didate, but that was all. Only In 
one locality was there cards on 
stakes stuck In the ground. These 
did not remain up long, however, as 
they were removed by election offi- 
cials because they were inside the 
limit. 


There was a feeling in University 
Place, among the more conservative 
of the suburb, that the bonds would 
poll a strong vote there, and possi- 
bly carry. Whatever the outcome, it 
was added, the count will be close. 


Westminster Reports First. 


First reports of the heavy voting 
to reach the city hall, came from 
Westminster Presbyterian 
church. 


There thirty-eight had cast their 
ballots during the first twenty-five 
minutes after the polls opened at 
8 o'clock. Most of these were 
women. By noon, it was said, the 
voting had eclipsed anything ever 
known there in a municipal pri- 
mary election. The heavy vote in 
this precinct, is expected to be re- 
corded during the late afternoon, 
and from 5 to 7 o'clock, the time 
of closing the polls. Other polling 
places in southeast Lincoln, and 
also in the southern part of the 
city, also were reporting heavy 
voting, although a count was not 
available. 
Similar information came from 
the precincts in the northeast part 
of the city proper. <An indication 
of what the vote on the bonds 
would be was c itained in a meet- 
ing Monday night cf a community 
club made up of residents in the 
vicinity of the agricultural college. 
Sixty-five attended the meeting. 
When it was suggested that a vote 
be taken on the bonds, a ballot 
was taken, with the result that 
the count showed 64 for the pro- 
posal and but one against. 


At the Hayward school in the 
northwest section of the city, twen- 
ty-three had voted at 11 o'clock 
lake the count at other places, this 
was in excess of any previor pri- 
mary polling, election officials said. 
The surprise vote, however, was 
at the city hall, precinct A of the 
first ward. Seldom, if ever, has 
the vote "there ever reached a 
dozen by the noon hour. Tuesday 
31 had voted at 10:45. This is 
larger than the count at the. same 
time in the general election last 
November, and about the same as 
was recorded in the presidential 
election.Women Flock to Polls. 


In first ward precinct D, the 
polling place is at 821 North Four- 
teenth street. Eighteen had -voted 
at 11:15. Fully half of these were 
women. This is larger than usual 
at that time, and it was predicted 
by the election officials that from 
noon to 2 o'clock, the gain would 
be still larger, with the women 
holding their own, in point of 
numbers. A similar condition was 
said to be true at the Bancroft 
school, only a block south, where 
thirty-three had voted. 
Precinct B of the fourth ward 
was running far ahead of -revious 
primaries. Forty had voted at 
11:45. Heretofore if twenty ballots 
were in the boxes by noon, the of- 
ficials thought thev had a good 
vote out. This polling place was 
believed to be the only one in the 
city where the board was made up 
entirely of women. 
The morning voting in other 


precincts follows: 
Third ward, precinct A, Reformed 
church, Sixteenth and Q streets, 
27 at 11:30. 
Eighth ward, precinct D, church. 
Twenty-third and N streets, 72 at 
11:35. 
Eighth ward, precinct A. Twen- 
ty-third and O streets fire sta- 
tion, 42. 
Third ward, precinct B, north- 
west corner. Eighteenth and O 
streets. 34 at 11:40. 
Second ward, precinct B, Lindell 
hotel, 36 at noon. This -was said 
to be the largest vote cast here 
before noon, in many years. 
Second ward, precinct A, was on 
a-j>ar with previous rears, with 16 
at noon. This polling place is on 
Tenth street between L and M 
streets 
Second ward, precinct E-l, First 
Lutheran church,-53 at noon. This 
also is a large vote. 
With 109 applications in the 


hands of the city • clerk lor ab- 
sent voters ballots, the mail vote 
was believed to be the largest that 
has ever been cast in a city pri- 
mary. Of the total, 9« had been 
voted by noon Tuesday. The others 
were expected to be to the hands 
of City Clerlt Berg by nightfall or 
early Wednesday.

Two Bills By Ough 


Are Reported Out 


Two important bills by Represen- 
tative Ough, which have been in 
the hands of the committee on fish 
and game were reported out to the 
house Tuesday 
They are H. R. 137, which permits 
the county treasurers to retain half 
the hunting and fishing license fees 
instead of paying all of it to the 
state, and H. R. 137, which provides 
for the creation of a county game 
commission in each county. This 
game commission would use the 
county's share of the fees in estab- 
lishing hunting and fishing pre- 
serves and in distribution of fish 
and game in the counties. 
Two of Senator Wellensiek's bills, 
S. F. 328 and S. F. 239, were report- 
ed out by the banking committee of 
the house. S. F 238 repeals the sec- 
tion of the banking laws of 1929 
which requires all bank officials and 
employes, excepting stenographers 
and janitors, to be bonded by se- 
curities deposited with the trade 
and commerce department. S. F. 
239, repeals the provision in the 


banking law requiring the surplus 
to be carried in a separate account 
which could not be pledged for any 
purpose.

was of a “sub-acute” nature, and 
th a t the patient was progressing 
satisfactorily, though slowly. 
The statem ent 
brought sharply 
home to the nation, howev er, that 
it is barely two years ago since the 
monarch was hov ering between life 
and death from a chest disorder 
which originated in a cold caught 
on Armistice day, 19 28. The king’s 
health has been a m atter of keen 
public interest ev er since his re­ 
cov ery the following spring. 
Not Confined to lîed. 
Tlie national dismny that he was 
again in need of doctors’ care was 
tempered by the rea.ssuring state­ 
m ent of satisfactory progress, which 
was accompanied by the announce­ 
m ent that the king was not ev en 
confined to his bed. 
Lord Dawson of Penn, the king’s 
physician, v isited him during the 
week-end and motored to Windsor 
again 
today.

MiLsom 
Rees, 
laryngologist to the royal house­ 
hold, has also seen the king, in ad­ 
dition to Dr. Henry Martin, who is 
in residence at Windsor castle. 
The king has been confined to his 
room since Friday, although his in­ 
disposition was not made public

For Instance, in the public works 
departm ent Gov ernor Bryan 
al­ 
lowed 
$8,327,000 for the 
highway 
construction as the estimated re­ 
ceipts from gasoline tax. while the 
committe fixed the am ount at $

400,000; but in each instance the 
entire sum was appropriated, w hat­ 
ev er it may be, and no actual in­ 
crease abov e the gov ernor’s budget 
is Inv olv ed. 
Howev er, for highway m ainten­ 
ance out of gasoline tax 
money, 
where the gov ernor allowed $4,600,- 
000 and the committee $4,800,000 the 
former figures will gov ern. 
Both the gov ernor and the com­ 
mittee set 
aside $200,000 for state 
aid bridges Bryan specified that the 
money should come out of the gaso­ 
line tax fund, while the committee 
made it c, direct appropriation from 
the treasury. As the am ount 
was 
not increased the committee am end­ 
m ent in this instance remains in 
force. 
W here 
Gov ernor 
Bryan in his 
budget prov ided appropriations for 
reorganized and made-ov er depart­ 
ments, the committee restored the 
old code departments. This made a 
difference in form between the two 
bills, but 
many 
items were the 
.same, although grouped under dif­ 
ferent headings. There may be some 
dispute as to whether such changes 
can be classed as new or increased 
items not cov ered by the executiv e 
budget. 
Republican managers claim th at 
the gov ernor had no authority to 
regroup the items because no legis­ 
lation has been enacted authorizing 
the departm ental changes proposed 
by him, and therefore the commit­ 
tee had a right to rearrange them. 
Will Prolong Session, Says Reed. 
Discussing the outcome, Repre­ 
sentativ e O'Malley said he did 
not 
anticipate that the senate 
would 
m aterially increase the bill although 
he expected some changes. 
Senator Reed, 
v eteran majority 
leader of the 
senate, 
announced 
thereafter that the upper house fin­ 
ance group, of which he is chair­ 
man, would begin re-drafting 
the 
bill from top to bottom, basing its 
recommendations on its own inquir­ 
ies. 
“The action of the house,” he ob­ 
serv ed, "passes a big pob ov er to us.

The bill, if passed, will repeal 
laws providing for organization of 
county power districts; sedition 
laws which were only in effect 
during the World war; sections of 
the primary laws which have al- 
ready been rendered inoperative 
by referendum; a statute f.-'jid- 
ding operation of unclean distil- 
leries, and an old law requiring 
vehicles to slow to a walk to cross 
bridges. The latter statute also 
contains a provision requiring fire 
to be taken across a wooden bridge 
in a lantern or other closed re- 
ceptacle. 
The bill was introduced originally 


"by Senators Srb and Andersen. 
Advance Highway Bill. 


The senate in committee' of the 
whole Tuesday morning also ad- 
vanced to third reading Senator 
Pitzer's S. F. 281, which would de- 
clare the state's policy in regard 
to highways. It would recognize 
that the ordinary use of the high- 
ways by the people for travel and 
transportation i. a natural right. 
It declares, 'however, that uc-e of 
the highways for transportation of 
goods or passengers for hire is a 
privilege subject to such regula- 
tion as may be necessary to pre- 
serve from interruption the natural 
rieht of the public. 
An extended debate was engaged 
in over C. F. 171, by Wellensiek, 
a bill to amend statutes relative 
to fire insurance. The state courts 
have held that failure to list other 
fire insurance is not a material 
alleeation affecting the fire risk. 
Senator Wellensiek's bill would 
make it so. He contended that the 
effect of the present situation is 
to encourage people to take out 
more insurance than their property 
is worth, knowing they can collect 
full value on all policies. The bill. 
he said, would not repeal the full 
value policy law, but would protect 
companies from wilful misrepresen- 
tation of other insurance. 
He charged that elimination of 
arson would save from 30 to 40 
cents on the dollar of fire insur- 
ance. The bill, he said, would help 
achieve that end. The bill was 
advanced to third reading. 
Faror Banking1 Measure. 
The senate also advanced an- 
other of bis bills, S. F. 331. which 
would relieve banks complying with 
the reserve requirements of-the 
federal reserve acts from complying 
•with state laws relative to main- 
tenance of reserves. The only other 
bill advanced by the senate Tues- 
day morning was S. F. 13. !.y Ran- 
dall and Rodman, maiding changes 
in the civil procedure in Munici- 
pal courts. 
An. amendment was 
tacked on bv Senator Van Kirk, 
providing: that the judge of the 
Municipal court in Lincoln shall 
have power to appoint his own 
constable. 
No house bills were considered 
during the morning, the senate 
voting to consider its own meas- 
ures first in ortir to get them on 
the war. Word was received from. 
Governor Brvan that he had ap- 
proved the sale of chairs and desks 
to the senators.

BUSINESS MEN WILL 
TELL BOYS OF. WORK 


Choice of Life's Vocation Will Be 


Subject of Interviews at 
r. M. c. A. 
One hundred and three business 


and professional men will meet at 
the Y. M. C. A. Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday nights to interview 189 boys 
from nine high schools and the 
Western Union, regarding the choice 
of their life work. This is a part 
of the vocational guidance campaign 
promoted annually by the federa- 
tion of Hl-Y clubs of Lancaster 
county in co-operation with the 
boys' department o Ithe Y. M. C. A. 


Nearly twice as many boys have 
enrolled this j-ear as in any pre- 
vious year necessitating the use of 
two nights for the Interviews. The 
men who are to do the couuseling 
•will meet for dinner 'at 6 o'clock 
to listen to an address by Dr. C- 
.A. Fordyce of the University of 
Nebraska on "Guiding a Boy in the 
Choice of a Life Work." Wednesday, 
C. A- Fulmer o fthe state" depart- 
ment of vocational education will 
adress the interviewers- The boys 
are to arrive at 7:30 o'clock and 
dormitory rooms will be put at 
their disposal so that each boy will 
have a personal interview with a 
man who has made a success of the 
occupation which the boy is seeking 
to investigate. Sixty-one boye have 
enrolled from Lincoln high school: 
forty-three 
from 
Jackson high; 


twenty from Haveyock; eighteen 
from Bethany; fifteen from Wav- 
erly; twelve from College View; 
nine from VTesleyan high: five from 
Teachers college: one from Cathed- 
ral and five Western Union mes- 
sengers. Engineering: Leads. 
- Engineering leads the professions, 
thirty-three of the 189 boys being 
interested in some phase of en- 
gineering; eleven plan to take up 
coaching and physical education; 
ten exoect to be farmers and an- 
other ten are interested in aviation: 
nine are headed lor law and nine 
for medicine: six nie planning to be 
musicians, business executives and 
auto mechanics: five >iach plan to 
be chemists and bankers; four each 
cabinet workers and architects: 
and thirteen are Jet undecided as 
to what to do. 
Other occupations which have en- 


listed the inteu-st of one or two 
bols are as follows: adrertising. au- 
thor, archaeologist, dentist, forestry, 
geology* ministry, newspaper, radio, 
social service research scientific, 
optomefry. electrician, motion pic- 


ture photographer, army, detective, 
golf professional, horticulture, in- 
surance, inventor, weather bureau, 
missionary, politician, veterinary, 
and interior decorator. 


Following the interviews at the 
Y. M. C. A.,the boys will be in- 
vited to come to the office or place 
of business o ftheir interviewer and 
have a chance there to make a fur- 
ther study of the occupation in 
which they are interested. 


These 189 boys seeking interviews 


have been-selected out of 1.700 high 
school' boys of greater Lincoln who 
have recently listened to vocational 
guidanc discussions at high school 
assemblies. This is the eighth year 
that the Y. M. C. A. has promoted 
such a campaign in Lincoln in co- 
operation with the public schools.

Agricultural Statistics Show Gen- 


eral Trend Upward on Farm 


Commodities. 


An advance in the general level 


of the prices of farm products from 
February 15 to March 15 has been 
reported by the state and federal 
division of agricultural statistics. 
The largest increase in the price 


of Nebraska, farm commodities was 
noted in that of eggs which ad- 
vanced from 9 cents per dozen on 
February 15 to 15% cents on March 
15. Good Increases were shown in 
the prices received for chickens, 
butter and butterfat., as well, while 
some advance was shown in hogs, 
potatoes and some minor crops. 
Wheat, oats and barley clung at 
the same price level while corn 
dropped 1 cent a busheL Prices of 
beef cattle and lambs showed a 
slight decrease, offset, however, by 
the increases in other products. 
The index of farm prices on 
March 15 was 91 per cent of the 
pre-war level vhfch is one point 
above the index of February. The 
index on March 13 a, year ago was 
126 per cent, of the pre--war level. 
Higher prices on March 15 than 
on February 15 are reported on 
the following commodities: eggs, 
chickens, cotton, butter, lambs, 
horses, flaxseed. sheep, hogs and 
cotton seed, while lower prices arc 
reported on grains, hay. potatoes, 
apples, veal calves and wool.
